A judicial opinion delivered January 


Cth, lf?73, by Judge Agnew of the Su- 
preme Court of Pennsylvania, sets forth 
clearly that licenses for the sale of liquor, 
whether to betels and inns or to eating- 
houses and restaurants, 
can only be 


granted when they are necessary for the 
accommodation of the public and enter- 
tainment of strangers and travelers. The 
following is an extract from said opinion: 


"This local act was superseded bv the 


general Act of 22d March, 1807, P. L. 
49. Tim first section put the hearing of 
all applications for licenses to sell intoxi- 
cating drinks on the same footing, direct- 
ing that it should be lawful for said court 
to hear petitions in addition to that of 
the applicant, in favor of and

MM. AND POOI 


There seems to be a difference as far 


as the scientific punching of balls is con- 
cerned between playing billiards and in- 
dulging in the frame commonly known as 
pool. The New York Tribune goes for 
pool players vigorously, and, under the 
head of "A Game for Fools," gives its 
opinion as follows: "Serious considera- 
tion might well be given by moral and 
conscientioutpeople—particularly parents 
and guardians— to the subject of the grow- 
ing interest in the game of "pool." The 
efforts making to popularize it ought to 
be condemned very vigorously, and the 
guardians of public morals ought to em- 
ploy all legal efforts to curtail its evil 
tendencies. It is no trivial matter, to be 
dismissed will a laugh or sneer. The 
game is a stupid one. Billiard experts 
. take no interest in it. It requires little 
skill, and its only attraction comes from 
its feature of risk. It is simple, and one 
of such varied chances that young and in- 
expert players can play at it with some 
chance of occasional success when many 
are engaged. It cannot be made a game 
for the home circle. In fact, it seems to 
have been designed to attract the large 
number of persons who play billiards at 
home from their firesides to the saloons 
again. It is a gambling device, at which 
the players may contend for money or for 
liquors. It is more expensive than bil- 
liards. Being open to all visitors to the 
saloon, it is apt to lead to evil associa- 
tions, and often a young boy may be en- 
gaged in the s une game with a skilful 
gambler, or a respectable man with a 
hardened criminal. The efforts now in 
progress to create an interest in the game 
are devices of the saloon keepers, who 
have suffered bv the great loss of custom 
owing to the introduction of billiards as a 
household attraction. 
Nine-tenths of 


these billiard saloons are drinking places 
also, and as such properly subjects of 
police supervision and regulation. They 
are unfit resorts for young boys, and the 
game should be prohibited by law to 
minors. Societies for the prevention of 
crime ought to take this subject in hand 
and secure the passage of proper laws 
regulating the game before it has done 
too much mischief."

The Rev. Dr. Ho» ard Crosby, of New 


York, on the 10th inst. delivered a lec- 
ture in Boston, which is designated by 
those who are oppose d to total abstinence 
of liquors as a "call i view" of the tem- 
perance question. Hevcral replies have 
been made in that city from the pulpits of 
clergymen, who condemn his views as 
pernicious, and 
on Monday forenoon 


Wendell Phillips mtide a carefully pre- 
pared reply, which was delivered in 
response to the request of tin; Methodist 
Ministers Association of Boston and vi- 
cinity. As Mr. Phillips fairly states the 
propositions and arguments of Dr. Crosby 
in giving a synops s of his views to 
our readers they ha\ a an opportunity of 
judging of the respective merits of the 
two plans of temperance work. 


Mr. Phillips began with mention of Dr. 


Crosby's lecture as i loticeable for lack of 
novelty or weight of argument and of cor- 
rectness in his statements. He dissented 
from Dr. Crosby's remark that we "can- 
not conscientiously object to the means 
employed by others unless they contain an 
immorality," and stid that Dr. Crosby 
should have studied the history of the 
temperance movement. He summed up 
Dr. Crosby's lectun as follows — 


.1. Dr. Crosby objects to the total absti- 


nence theory and movement, and it in- 
sults the example of Jesus, that its advo- 
underminc and despise the Bible, while 
they strain and wrench it to serve their 
purpose, and he asserts that the Bible, 
correctly interpreted, repudiates total ab- 
stinence and such a temperance crusade 
as has existed here for the last fifty years. 


2. Dr. Crosby objects to this move- 


ment as immoral md unchristian, the 
total abstinence system is "contrary to 
revealed religion," and "doing unmeas- 
ured harm to the community", he consid- 
ers it as the special and direct cause of 
the " growth of drunkenness in our land, 
and of a general demoralization among 
religious communities", asseitsthat it is 
exactly the kind of movement that the 
rumsellers enjoy, and that it ought not to 
succeed, never will, and never can. 


3. The pledge h unmanly and kills 


character and self-rospect. 


4. The assertion that moderate drink- 


ing leads to drunkenness is untrue. 


5. The total abstainers bully and in- 


timidate the community, and disgust all 
good, sensible men. 


6. That wiiat is needed to unite sensi- 


ble men, in a movement sure to succeed, 
ic licensp system recoenizin" tlie distinc- 
tion between modci ation and excess, be- 
tween harmless wines and beer and strong 
drink. Such a syst 'm, "free from taint ol 
prejudice and instinct with practical wis- 
dom will establish order and peace and 
save us from moral slough." 


Mr. Phillips said that the looseness ol 


the statements was noticeable.

that the total abstinence is abstaining 
from intoxicating drinks ourselves anc 
agreeing with othe s to do so. No one 
pretends that he can cite a Biblical text 
which forbids total abstinence. Dr. Cros- 
by's argument is th it Jesus drank intoxi- 
cating wine and i.llowcd it to others. 
There is no proof that he ever drink in- 
toxicating wine; but let that pass, ant 
suppose, for the sake of argument, that 
he did. What then ' To do what Jesus

IL 
could prove Christianity a failure by th 
some reasoning which proves the temper 
ance reform to be a failure. Mr. Phil 
lips drew a graphic sketch of the progress 
of the temperance movement in the last 
fifty years. Dr Crosby then had, said 
he, every man, lay and clerical, on his 
side in construing the Bible, whereas we 
are in a healthy majority 
then a few 


scattered temperance tracts, like rockets 
in a night, only betrayed how utterly the 
world was m the desert on this subject. 
Now, 
a temperance literature crowded 


with facts, strong in argument, filled with 
testimonies from men of the first emi- 
nence in evciy walk of life, in every de- 
partment of science and literature, chal- 
lenges and defies all canvass, then the 
idea of total abstinence was not so much 
denied as wholly unknown, now, if New 
England were polled to-day, our majority 
would be overwhelming, then all men 
held liquors to be healthy and useful, now 
seventy men out of a hundred, whatever 
their practice, deny that claim, and the 
upper classes, well-informed and careful 
of health, lead the way in giving" up the 
use, 
then the medical profession waded 


in the same slough of indulgence and ig- 
norance as their patients, now the verdict 
of the profession is undoubtedly and im- 
measurably against the use of intoxicat- 
ing drinks at all in health, and but sel- 
dom in favor of it in disease. 
We have 


driven the indulgence in drink into hiding 
places, and for the first time the legisla- 
ture is obliged and willing to prohibit 
the use of screens to hide rum-drinkers 
from the public view they dread.

tution of civilized societies. The second 
article, by E. S. Tyler, F. R. S., is on 
the "Origin of the Plow and Wheel-Car- 
riage." It is illustrated, and contains 
curious information on the archaeology of 
these familiar machines. 
The second 


article, on "Diet," by Dr. Felix L. Os- 
wald, in his series on "Physical Educa- 
tion," deals with stimulants and all kinds 
of irritants and provocatives which are 
come to be so extensively employed with 
proper foods. The article is full of valu- 
able suggestions pointedly presented, and 
the writer gives no quarter to what he 
denominatesthepoison-habit. Next comes

The shareholders of the Bristol Li- 


brary held their annual meeting last 
Thursday evening, at Washington Hall. 
The chair was occupied by the President, 
Rci. Dr. Knox, who called the meeting 
to order. After the reading of the min- 
ute . of the preceding annual meeting, the 
Secretary, Mr. A. Weir Gilkeson, pre- 
sented the report of the Board of Mana- 
ger) for the past year. The report is 
quite lengthy, and we give only the im- 
portant points, which are as follows: Dur- 
ing the past year the Library for the first 
time has had a local habitation exclusively 
its own, having taken its present quarters 
last March. Shortly after the removal 
the volunteer Librarian resigned, in con- 
sequence of leaving Bristol, and the 
Board resolved to try the experiment of 
a paid Librarian. 
Daniel Muncey was 


elected to the position, the salary being 
supplied through the liberality of a mem- 
ber of the Board. The Librarian, in his 
report to the Board, having called atten- 
tion to the facility new books have of go- 
ing the rounds in particular groups, and 
recommended as a remedy the keeping of a 
register for entering applications for the 
use of books, the recommendation was 
adopted, and an "Application Book" 
placed in the Library. 
Shareholders 


sometimes question the correctness of the 
fine,1 imposed, and Express doubt as to 
the correctness of the Librarian's record. 
In order to have satisfaction in this mat- 
ter, at the request of the Librarian, du- 
plicate entry cards have been provided, 
so tliat each person upon taking out a 
book can take with it a duplicate of the 
entry upon the Librarian's record. Ten 
new shares have been sold during the 
year, and twenty-one shares transferred. 
The Library now contains 907 works, in 
104{i volumes, and increase of 343 vo 
ume'> during the year.

report states that since the present Libra 
rian has had charge of the Library, Clas

and Class B 304 times'. Counting Clas 
1. fiction, as well as Class C, it appear 
that fiction has been chosen 2,369 times 
while the more solid literature in Classe 
A and B has been drawn upon 718 times 
Sinei- it requires, at least, on an average 
hrec books in Class F or C to be th< 
eqimalcnt of one in Classes A or B, thi 
s not a bad showing for the more sub 
tantial reading. 
A.i account of the 


books was taken in February last, ark 
again hi November, and none were miss- 
ing 
After a careful review of the finan- 


cial standing of the Library, which shows 
that the institution is in a healthy condi- 
tion, the report closes in these words 


"The necessary expenses for the com- 


ing year will be amply covered by the 
assured receipts, and 
with the hope 


that I he changes and additions that the 
present Board have made, have been for 
the improvement of the Library, and to 
the satisfaction of the shareholders, we 
leave to our successors the problem ol 
raising funds for the increase of books, 
and of devising means to continue the 
salaried Librarian." 


At the conclusion of the reading of the 


report action was taken upon two pro- 
posed amendments to the constitution of 
the Library. The first one, proposed foi 
Mr. Scheide by Mr. 0 ilkeson, provided 
that no shareholders should be entitled 
to more than one vote, no matter how 
many shares he might own. This was 
carried with an almost unanimous vote, 
Mr. Krichbaum alone voting in the nega- 
tive. The second amendment, offered by 
Mr. Joshua Peirce, provided for the re- 
duction of the Board of Managers to six 
members, to be elected for three years, one 
third of the number to go out each year. 
This was discussed slightly, Mr. Peirce 
and MV. Krichbaum, arguing intheaffirm- 
atiue, and Messrs. Wildm tn, Charles W. 
Peirce, Samuel Swain, and others in the 
negative. The vote was then taken, and 
the ainendtment was lost. The election 
for managers then took .ilace, and Che 
follow ing persons were elm ted • Rev. Dr. 
Knox, Samuel Swain, John K. Wilduian, 
Jesse 0. Thomas, A. Weir Gilkeson, Ai- 
thur Collins, Miss Merriain, Miss Fanny 
Peirce,Mrs. Slack, Mrs. William B. Ro- 
gers, Jr., and Miss Louisa Iredoll. The 
meeting then adjourned. At a subse- 
quent meeting, held immediately after 
the adjournment of the annual meeting, 
the Board of Managers elected Rev. Dr. 
Knox, President; A Weir Gilkeson, Sec- 
retary, and Dr. G-. W. Adams, Treasurer.

stockholders, 130 subscribers, 422 life 
members, and 95 perpetual members, or 
6,115 altogether. 140,261 books, a daily 
average of 459, circulated during the year 
past. The year's visitors numbered 412,- 
050, averaging 645 for Sunday and 120 
on week days. The treasurer's report 
showed that the receipts from all sources 
were $36,822.39 and the expenditures 
$35,065.46. There-is a balance remain- 
ing, including that from the year previ- 
ous, of $2,000. 


—An oyster war was begun on the 


Rappahannock River on Saturday. 
A 


fleet of fifteen alien dredge boats ap- 
peared at the inouth of the river and be* 
gan dredging for oysters in open viola- 
tion of the Virginia oyster law. The au- 
thorities at Middlesex sent for a cannon, 
which was brought to the river bank and 
manned. 
The boats composing the fleet 


were well armed with muskets and pivot 
guns used for shooting ducks. They kept 
on gathering oysters, unmindful of the 
warnings from shore. The cannon then 
opened on them, and the first round was 
returned by a volley from the fleet, de- 
livered amid cheers from the oyster pi- 
rates. The cannon, a Whitworth, which 
formerly belonged to the Richmond 
Howitzers, was fired a second time with 
better effect, the shot striking one of the 
dredgers in her rigging. The whole 
fleet then made straight for the mouth of 
the river, their speed being accelerated 
by shot* tent after them. 


migration of a large proportion of the ne- 
groes to other States.

Captain Bads' lawyer and cunningly laid 
before the Committee on Interoceanic 
Canals, and ingeniously nursed into a prop- 
osition originating with the Committee. 
The Committee came within one vote of 
agreeing to that clause of the bill which 
binds the United States to guarantee the 
payment of not less than 3 per cent, 
per annum on $50,000,000 of the capital 
stock of the Eads railway. 


—rGovernor Fremont, of Arizona, in his 


recent message to the Legislature, sug- 
gests that inasmuch as Arizona, having 
no seacoast or large river, cannot expect 
to share in the benefits of the annual 
river and harbor bill. Congress ought to 
appropriate a sum equal to Arizona's 
share, to be applied to increasing the 
water supply of the Territory. 


—The International Committee of the 


Young Men's Christian Association an- 
nounce that the next biennial meeting of 
the International Convention of these so- 
cieties will be held in Cleveland, Ohio, 
from May 25th to 29th, 1881. 


—The English will go out of Afghanis- 


tan with their fingers badly burned. The 
cost of their operations there is now esti- 
mated at f 87,500,«00.

IXDiAir CA I.E.—Three cupfuls of meal, 


one cupful of Hour, one pint of sour milk, 
soda to Sweden, two eggs, two large 
spoonful* of Imtter, one cupful of sugar. 


WAFFLES.—One pint of sweet milk, 


four eggs, ont large cupful of cold rice 
or hominy, a little salt, flour to make a 
rtiff butter, b iking powder in the propor- 
tion of three tcospQOiuful to a quart of 
flour. 


Biwuic MAN OK.—Into three pints of 


water put two ounces of isinglass, let it 
boll for half an hour, then strain it into 
one and a half pints of cream, sweeten it 
and add a fern bitter almonds. Boil it up 
once, let it settle and then turn into a 
mould. 


DRIED Am e CAKE.—Two teacupfuls 


dried apples, soaked over night and 
chopped fine, stew them in two cupfuls 
of molasses until well cooked. Then take 
two eggs, one cup butter, one of sour 
cream, one of tugar, a little salt, two tea- 
spoonfuls of »(ida • stir some flour with 
the first before mixing with the rest, 
spices to tastt, the more the better. This 
make* an excellent cake. 


MVTTON Cl TLET8, TOMATO SAUCE.— 


Take half a can of tomatoes (selecting the 
most solid KU t), and stew them twenty 
minutes with a little parsley, two cloves, 
pepper and f-ilt. Put a teaspoonful of 
butter In a clctn saucepan over the fire, 
and when it reaches the bubbling point 
add a large te.ispoonful of flour. Mix this 
smoothly and when thoroughly cooked add 
the tomato which must first have been 
passed through a seive, stir the sauce 
well. 
Broil quickly over a hot fire half a 


dozen well-trimmed mutton cutlets, ar- 
range them on a hot platter and pour the 
tomato sauce around them. This dish 
should be served smoking hot to be good. 


RICE PUDDING.—This rice pudding is 


beyond eompni ison the best ever made in 
spite of the fact that it is the cheapest. 
The secret of its perfection is the long 
cooking it gets. For a six o'clock dinner 
the rice and milk should be put on the 
stove early in the forenoon. The best 
thing to cook it in is a double kettle. Add 
to a quart of milk two heaping table- 
spoons of rice. Let it simmer on the 
back of the stove—it must never boil— 
until a couple of hours before dinner. It 
will then be a thick creamy substance. 
Then salt and sweeten it to taste, put it 
into a pudding-dish, and bake in a mod- 
erate oven until it is of a jelly-like thick- 
ness and the tup is slightly browned. It 
can be eaten cither hot or cold. If the 
latter is preft ired, the pudding may be 
made the day lieforc if that is most con- 
venient. If desired, a flavoring may be 
added. This 19 emphatically the perfect 
pudding of its kind. 


COCOANUT CONES.—Take one pound 


powdered sug ir, I pound grated cocoa- 
nut, and the white of five eggs. Whip the 
eggs as for it ing, adding the sugar grad- 
ually until it will stand alone, then beat 
in the cocoannt. Mould the mixture with 
the hands into small cones, and set these 
far enough ap irt not to touch one another, 
upon buttered paper, in a baking-pan. 
Bake in a moderate oven. For small 
cocoanut cakes, take a cocoanut, carefully 
skinned and pi a ted, with the milk of the 
same, It pounds powdered sugnr, as much 
water as coco.mut milk, and the whites of 
three eg£i. 
I lissolve one pound of sugar 


in the milk and water. Stew until it be- 
comes a "rop>" syrup, and turn out into 
a buttered dish. Have ready the beaten 
white of egg, with remaining I pound of 
sugar whipped into it, mix with this the 
grated cocoanut, and little by little, beat- 
ing all the while the boiled syrup, so soon 
as it cools sufficiently not to scald the 
eggs. Drop in tablespoons'upon buttered 
papers. Try one first, and, if it runs, 
beat in more sugar. Bake in a very mod- 
erate oven, watching to prevent scorching. 
They should not be suffered to brown at 
all. These will keep some time, but arc 
better quite fresh. 


SHOULD A BABY BE FAT? 


While there is a measure of truth in 


the assertion tliat fat babies are not ne- 
cessarily healthy, the following much 
quoted extract from a physician s letter 
to a Boston piper is likeiy to do mischief 
by its extravagant condemnation of fat. 
Speaking of fatty degeneration the physi- 
cian says: 


"Most infar'.s do become thus diseased 


before they are three months old. 
This 


stops the grow th and leaves the poor de- 
ceived parents nothing but increase in 
weight to boa4 of, and when the poor 
little victim to his own greed and his pa- 
rents' folly gets to the end of his tether 
he melts away like butter in a hot oven, 
and then it is seen how poor (in flesh) he 
has been all the time. Few comprehend 
the broad difft rence between flesh and fat. 
The first is lean meat—muscle—the re- 
sult of growth, while fat—I don't care 
how hard and solid it may be—is the pro- 
duct or accumulation of unexcretial ex- 
cess. This is why no one bets a dollar on 
a fat horse or a fat man—they are 'soft' 
and 'cant stav.' It is every whit as true 
of a fat baby. The only wonder is that 
any infant 'nes sixty days from birth. 
Fed before birth but three times 1 day, 
he is after oirtb subjected to tenor twenty 
meal* in the twenty-four boors. Before 
birth he grows at the rate of about ten 
pound* per year, afterbirth he is permit- 
ted to fat at the rate of fifty pounds per 
year until chronic dyspepsia or some acute 
disease ioterftre*. Feel of a kitten, calf, 
coK, or a young robin—they are and re- 
main while growing but little more than 
skin and bones and fur or feathers, be- 
cause unable to get enough to fatten 
them, and they never die—rarely have 
any sort of disease. Children are never 
fairly "out of the woods' until they reach 
the lean age and have pipe-stem legs and 
arms, with no rolls of fatty tissue any- 
where about them. Could they be kept 
so from birth and not permitted to over- 
Indulge, BO tliat their appetites would 


Always be reliable for plain food, they 
woold have tio infantHe diseases to enrich 
ourpockets." 


Why should the kitten, the colt, or the 


young robin be taken as a model of in- 
fantile health, rather than the puppy, the 
bear cub, the pig, or the young pigeon * 


It is the nature of some young animal* 


to be lean and healthy; of others to be 
&t and healthy; and there is as marked 
a difference in the, natural tendency of 
young children. Infants of the same pa- 
rentage and fed at the same breast will 
differ in this raapect, and both be healthy. 
Fat kid on at the rate of "fifty pounds a 
ymt" i* quite another matter, and one 
not liable, we take it, to be a common 
can** of anxiety. . Jajudiciou* feeding is 
men apt to «hqnr itself in lack of fat, and 
lack of proper muscular tissue a* well. 
That tort <« leanness i» much too common 
in young humaoity.
